Government proposals went to the limit 
of their powers with a view to regon- 
ciling British and Trish interesta They 
have been approved as liberal by the 
whole of the civilised world, even in 
quarters 8 npathetig to the extreme Tas 
claims. de Valera’s letter, 
Llord George says, does not rec aise | 
this, and further negotiations will be: 
futile unless definite progress is made 
towards the acceptance of the basis. 

The reply again emphasises the fact 
that the fullest liberty was offered to 
Treland, which even States in America 
do netenjoy. They fulfil Mr. de Valera's 
wish as regards government by the con- 
rent of the governed, but Mr. de Valera 
is. additionally, now claiming what 
was previously disowned by famous Irish 
leaders from Gratten to Redmond. 

Mr. Lloyd George declares that the 
physical and historical inter-dependence 
of Ireland and Great Britain makes com- 
plete political and economic eeparation 
impossible, and says that the continuance 
of the present course must lead to a 
rupture of the truce. The Government is 
nrepared to give ample time to secure 
peace, but it cannot prolong a mere 
exchange of Notes. It is essentiat that 
some definite and immediate procress 
should be made towards the basis. upon 
which further negotiations can usefully 


proceed. 

Mr. Lloyd George concludes: ‘‘ Your 
letter unfortunately shows, no such pro- 
gress. In this, and my previous letters. 
T ret forth considerations which must 
covern the attitude of the Government 
in any negotiations undertaken. If you 
are prepared to examine how far these 
consideration’ can be reconciled with the 
rspirations you represent, I shall he 
happy to meet you and your colleagues.”

~ LOSS OF £800,000,000, 


“COLOSSAL COMMERCIAL WRECK.” 


In a speech Mr. Lasker, chairman 
of the United States Shipping Board, 
announced that the losses on its fleet 
totalled £800,000,000. He said the 


Fnew Board received this “colossal 


commercial wreck’’ from the past 
Administration, which had neglected 
the chance of selling ‘the vessels at a 
proft ranning inte millions, He said 
the Board's chief liability was the 
wooden fleet, which would be sold, 
scrapped, or sank before Oct. 1. 
Next in importance came the great 
Atlantic liner “ Leviathan, ” formerly 
Germany's “ Vaterland, ” which had 
been laid np for twa years at a. cost 
of £10,000 monthly. Whether the 

“Leviathan” was to he sold or recondi- 
tioned at a covt ranging from £9,008,- 
000 ta £3,000,000 and pt into service 
the Board would decide within. a 
month. 

Mr..TLasker delivered his speech 
rom the bridge of the “Leviathan” 
after a complete inspection of the 
\essel,. regarding which ‘he expressed 
satisfaction becanse the engines were

INTERESTING FIGURES. 


The condition of the shipbuilding 
industry as revealed by the returns 
just issued by Lloyd's Register tar the 
June quarter is very similar to that 
existing when the figures for the 
March quarter were issued. The 
tonnage in hand, 3,530,047, is scill 
very high, although it is 288,000 tons 
less than at the end of the March 
quarter, and 48,000 tons less than 
was building at this time Jast 
year; bur the figure given 
by no _ means represents 
the work actually in| Pte 
gress. Work ha3, in fact, been en- 
tirely suspended on 735,000 tons of 
shipping _ nominally “under con 
struction,” and the completion of a 
further 444.000 tons has been post 
poned, mainly on account of the 
joiaers’ sirtke and the coa! dispute. 
Subtracting these two totals from the 
figute given above leaves 2,351,047 
tuns actually building, and this com- 
pares very unfavourably with the 
figure of 3,575,153 tons in hand at 
the end of the’ 
year. . 
Of even greater significance, with 
respect to the immediate future of 
the industry, is the fact that only 23 
vessels, with a total tonnage of 69,028, 
bave been commenced during the 
quarter, this tonnage being less than 
2 per cent. of that in hand at the 
beginning of the quarter. The ton- 
nage commenced, it may be added, 
haa progressively diminished since 
the September quarter of last year, 
during which quarter 170 vessels 
making 593,$21 tons, were put 
in hand, while the corre 
sponding figures for the December 
and March quarter were 
(14S vessels) and 392,877 tons (99 
vessels) respectively.

SINGER'S VISIT. 


“ GREAT SILENCE OP DOORK.” 
\ 


In the weekly “Roland voa Berlin” 
the operatic singer, Walther Kirch- 
hoff, describes a visit he paid to the 
ex-Kaiser at Doorn on July 29. He 
is the first ‘stranger who has been in 
the house since the death of the 
Kaiserin. The host, who wore gen- 
eral’s uniform, with ‘the Grand Cross 
of Iron Cross and the Order Pour Ie 
Merite, greeted him with the words, 
“ very kind of ‘you to visit a lonely 
man.” During the dinner, which was 
served at small round tables, military 
matters dominated the conversation, 
and incidents of the Battle of Jutland 
were ‘discussed. Politics were not 
mentioned. After dinner Kirchhoff 
sang, with breaks, for three hours. 
This was the first time the ex-Kaiser 
had listened to’ vocal music since 
1914. The article continues: 

And as I begin to sing I hear whis- 
pering in the darknesa through the 
open side door. There sit the Kaiser's 
retainers—then servants, housemaids, 
gardeners, and boys. -How pleased 
they are that the great silence of 
Doorn is broken by music, ‘that 
resonant tones: echo through the 
rooms. Lights are lit in the ante 
room. I beg to be allowed ta 
sing in that direction, and the 
Kaiser, who had so far stood 
at my side, places himself among his 
retainers. The Kaiser amiably calls 
upon them to remain seated, and they’ 
feel more at ease. . . wine is 
banded round; everyone gets 2 glass. 
We clink our glasses and the sociabil- 
ity ot the hour is disturbed by no false: 
tone. Then General von Gonthard 
brings on 2 small tray three goblets 
filled to the brim. The Kaiser raises 
his glass to us two musicians and-we 
drink of the best vintage of the 
Rhine. - = :
